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Mason will not suffer permanent in- 
jury, and that within a course of sev- 
eral weeks, or less, he will- be able, to 


be up and about. He expects to pre- 
side at the organization meeting of the 
police commission next month, at which 
his retirement will take place. 

Suffering from a mild attack of la 
erippe, Mr. Mason went on the night 
of the accident to the office of his 
friend, the osteopath, from whom he 
had been receiving attention for years. 
Stretched upon his back upon the op- 
erating table, he underwent the treat- 
ment, at the end of which an alcohol 
solution was applied freely to his body 
for a final electric massage. 

The massage was applied with a 
“violet ray” electric attachment. As 
the machine passed over the skin an 
electric spark flashed to the solution 
that covered the patient’s form. A 
cloak of flame flared up, enveloping 
the man’s entire body. 


Strive te Put Out Flame. 


Mr. Mason leaped from the table, 
Striving frantically to smother the 
flames with a pillow. With one hand 
he shielded his face, while he sought to 
extinguish his blazing body with the 
other. Stripping door curtains and oth- 
er cloth fixtures from their~ hangings, 
the excited physician wrapped them 
over the flames. 

He, himself, was painfully burned 
about the hands and wrists. Never 
once did the injured man seem to lose 
his head. Fixtures were set afire, and, 
for awhile, it looked as though the en- 
tire room would catch aflame. Occu- 
ants of the floor on which the office 
i situated ran through the hallways 
seeking to trace’ the source of the 
frantic physician’s screams for help. 

The accident occurred shortly after 
7 o'clock. The osteopath ran excited], 
through the building in search of a sur- 
geon.

Rlease completed the sentence, as his 
voice became somewhat indistinct, 
Some assert that the governor con- 
cluded by saying: “I will put you 
under the clods.” 

Others, however, understood the 
sovernor to say, “I will put you where 
vou cannot talk.” 

At any rate, the governor conveyed 
a threat. 

Members of the investigating com- 
mittee Immediately shifted the inquiry 
to other matters and the incident was 
closed. 

The incident came as Dr. Babcock 
was answering a question by the com- 
the source of certain 
charges against Dr. E. B. Saunders, a 
young woman physician of the hospital.

“T cannot say that*Il am surprised at 
what has happened, but it is a great 
shock to me,” said Mrs. Amerson, 

“After seeing him led off by another 
woman and seeing him become insane- 
ly infatuated with her, I lost all hope, 
and could only hope that everything 
would come out for the best.”

Mrs. Amerson declared that she did 
not know who the woman was that 
her husband killed, but believed her to 
be a Mrs. Bigblie, who was a Miss Bul- 
loch before marriage, with whom her 
husband had some trouble nearly three 
years ago.

Manning, who brought the young 
woman to the hospital after she had 
taken the poison, is the father, the po- 
lice say, of her year-old baby. He was 
in custody tonight of the police, who 
are investigating his connection with 
the case. He had been separated from 
his wife for two years. His intimacy 
with Miss Herdman caused: the es- 
trangement. 

“I killed her because I loved her hus- 
band,” said the dying girl. “TI asked her 
many times to get a divorce from him 
so I could marry him. She refused to 
do it. She stood between him and me. 
That’s why I shot her.’”’ 

“Take Care of Baby.” 

Before she took the poison, she wrote 
anote to Manning which he turned 
over to the police. It read: 

“This is my last,letter. I am going 
to commit suicide because of my love 
for you—-it was I who shot your wife. 
Goodby. Take care of baby.” 

The young woman took the poison 
in a candy store in Bloomfield, N. J., 
where she had gone with Manning after 
they had been released early today from 
the custody of the police. Although 
the authorities had suspected Miss 
Herdman of the crime because of her 
intimacy with Manning, witnesses to 
the shooting, the murdered woman's 
mother, sister and niece, last night 
were unable to identify her as the 
veiled woman who fired the fata] shot. 

On reaching Bloomfield, Miss Herd- 
nan went to the home of her aunt. 
later Manning called upon her there 
and asked her to accompany him to 
the morgue to see his wife's body. 
This the young woman refused to do, 
asking Manning to go with her and 
Visit their baby. The child was being 
supported by Manning, the police say, 
in Montclair.

Manning agreed todo this after see- 
ing his wife’s body. Returning from 
the morgue later in the forenoon, they 
visited the baby and then Manning re- 
turned to his garage in Verona. On 
his arrival he was notified by tele- 
phone that Miss Herdman had taken 
poison In the candy shop. Manning re- 
turned and found her suffering intense- 
ly fromthe effects of the poison and 
calling out for him. She had entered 
the candy shop, asked for a glass of 
water and swallowed eight tablets of a 
deadly drug. Manning rushed her to 
the hospital. She died three hours 
later. 
The. police then brought Manning to 
headquarters and questioned 
him. They learned from other 
sources that Manning’s wife recently 
received a legacy of $2,400, to which he 
falls heir. The revolver with which the 
girl did the murder belonged, they 
learned, to one of Manning’s chauffeurs.

He is only 53 years 
old at the present moment, and heh as 
managed in his rapid career to secure 
a reputation not only in politics, but 
at the bar—where his only rival is an- 
other well-known politician, M. Mille- 
rand—and he is a member of the 
French academy. He was a deputy at 
the age of 28, a cabinet minister at the 
age of 32, adn he refused to be a prime 
minister at the age of 38.

There is a small Italian boy in one of 
our Boston schools, whose name I will 
not publish, who had an _ inveterate 
habit of tardiness and has several times 
been published for that fault. No one 
as been able to get out of him any 
explanation of his late coming, and he 
would, I suppose, have gone on being 
punished for tardiness throughout his 
school career if it had not been for 
the school visitor. 

The visitor, as soon as the case was 
handed over to her, called on the 
family at supper time so as to find them 
all in, and in a sympathetic talk was 
able to find out what the matter was. 
She found that the mother was dying 
of cancer, that there were seven chil- 
dren, the oldest of whom, a daughter 
married and living next door, came in 
every morning to take care of the 
mother and the rest. The boy who 
was so often tardy helped her with the 
other children; he took the youngest 
child to school across the car tracks, 
which prevented his getting on time 
to his own school. 

The punishment, of course, have 
ceased, and a satisfactory adjustment 
has been made. Any of us would have 
known enough to do that party of it, 
once the diagnosis had been furnish- 
ed. The crucial thing was the mak- 
ing of the diagnosis—getting at the 
facts. The point to observe is that 
it was the trained social worker. with 
her ingrained principle of investiga- 
tion—the instinct for the bottom fact— 
who performed that essential service.

~an Francisco, Cal., Feruary 7.—The 
detailed account of the eruption 
»f Sakurajima, on the southern coast 
of Japan, as received here today by 
mail from the Tokyo correspondent of 
the Associated Press, places the loss of 
life conservatively estimated at “sev- 
eral hundreds.” 

Not only was the island of Sakura- 
jima itself, with its dezen villages, 
flooded by a torrent of flaming lava 
and buried under a hail of incandescent 
rocks, but the beautiful city of Kago-

the east were sore hit and the villages 
of AKkKamidzu, Yokoyama and Koike 
literally Were swallowed up by the 
molten lava. Until they are dug out, 
no specific count of lives lest wil] be 
possible. 
Story of the Horrer. 

“While a Tokyo audience of Japan 
was assembled at the imperial theater, 
viewing moving pictures of the Last 
Days of Pompeii, the subterranean fires 
of their own empire, imprisoned for 
more than a century. were surging up- 
ward beneath the islang of Sakura- 
Jima, in the southernmost part of the 
realm. Soon began an eruption s0 
fierce as to take place at once with 
= historic demonstrations of Vesu- 

ius. 

“The 32,000 inhabitants of Sakura- 
Jima fled wildly in all directions, in a 

itiful quest for food and _ shelter. 
shrieks of terror filled the air from one 
end of the island to the other. From 
thickly settled villages and from 
houses embosomed in groves of 
oranges, peaches and plums, the farm- 
ers ran to the shores of the bay. 

“Horses neighed and snorted in ter- 
ror, and all manner of domestic cattle 
bellowed and cried to be let loose. 
Many freed themselves and began a 
wild stampede through and over their 
human companions.

WORRYING DEMOCRATS 


Problem Is Just How Far to Go 
Against Holding Companies 
and Other Trust Devices. 


Washington, February 17.—How far 
the administration shall go with regu- 
lation or prohibition of holding com- 
panies; perfection of the pending inter- 
state trade commission measure; draft- 
ing & measure giving the interstate 
commerce commission authority to reg- 
ulate railroad securities and efforts to 
assure harmonious action, are tasks 
in store for the committees of congress 
in charge of the administration anti- 
trust legislation program. 

Having had the subject of trust leg- 
islation before them for two weeks, 
censidering bills outlined by President 
Wilson in his message to congress and 
listening to suggestions from citizens, 
house and senate leaders have a clearer 
understanding of what is before them, 
but many points have arisen upon 
which further light is desired. 

To Placate Republicans. 

Senate leaders today sought to pla- 
cate republican members of the inter- 
State commerce committee who have 
expressed indignation because amend- 
ments proposed to the interstate trade 
commission bill and considered in the 
full committee, were rejected by dem- 
ocratic menrbers in executive session.

New York, February 7.—The inter-

This was tne most radical change in 
the rules adopted at the meeting today, 
which was one of the shortest in the 
committee's history. 

Other changes were as follows: 

International grounding of a for- 
ward pass will be penalized by the loss 
of ten yards from the point ef scrim- 
mage. 

When the ball from a freak kick hits 
a g0Oal post and bounds back into the 
field the play is counted as a touch- 
back. 

After the teams line-up 
having the ball shall not 
neutral zone in shift formation. 

A player out of bounds when the ball 
is put in play penalizes his team by 
the loss of five vards. Under the old 
rule there was no penalty for this of- 
fense the first time it was committed. 


The committee left 
teams to decide whether they § shall 
have a fourth official to be known as 
field judge, whoshall have no _ specific 
duties of his own, but act as assistant 
to the referee and umpire. 

The committee reached no decision 
regarding the question of distinguish- 
ing players in games by numbers. The 
members concluded to observe how 
this plan works out next season before 
making any recommendations. 

Although the proposal to number 
players, grade the value of a field goal 
according to the distance of the Fick 
and move the goal posts back, were 
discussed, no action was taken on these 
and other points. Chairman E. K. Hall, 
of the committee, announced that the 
committee had decided to wait and ob- 
serve how the plan of numbering play- 
ers worked out among the college 
teams which have voluntarily decided 
to adopt this system of identication 
during 1914. 

The rescinding of the rule which per- 
mits one player or coach of a team to 
walk along the side lines of the field 
will necessitate the coaches remaining 
on the bench with the substitutes. It 
was decided to abolish the obsolete rule 
which permitted the ball to be put into 
Play from a touchdown by a kick-out 
from the goal line.

It is open on all 
sides in order to be free from an ac- 
cumulation of gases and danger of ex- 
plosion. 

The building has a concrete floor ex- 
tending across the entrance on Peach- 
tree street and the exit on Currier. 
Cars can drive right in off Peachtree 
street and out on Currier with the 
minimum inconvenience and waste of 
time. 

The station can accommodate four 
cars at once, and supplies them with 
gasoline and oil. That is, these two 
commodities require an exchange of 
cash. Mr. Reed, however, can furnish 
to the same number of cars at once 
free water and air. All four necessi- 
ties to the locomotion of a machine 
can be supplied at this plant at the 
same time. 

In the rear of the station is a steel 
constructed show room and £ office, 
where Mr. Reed and Mr. Stover, man- 
ager, have on exhibit a large stock of 
the oils of the company. 

The company offers a 70 degree oil. 
Mr. Reed says: 

“When the fellow with the low grav- 
ity test, cheap gasoline filled with 
heavy ends, tries to show you how 
much power you can get out of his 
gasoline, because of the great number 
of: heat units it contains, it's time for 
you to begin to reason—not with him 
but with yourself. 

“Turn over in your mind the mechan- 
ism of a gasoline engine. They are all 
constructed to get rid of heat units. Air 
chambers are built in them to permit 
the heat to travel out of them. Water 
tanks are provided and pipes run 
through each engine to Keep it cool. 

“The power that drives your engine 
does not come from the heat units, but 


from the explosion of gasoline. 

“The investigations of 
Favre Silberman, Lapjlace, 
Despretz and other chemists of 
note give us these basic facts: 

“One pound of hydrogen burned to 
water produces 62,535 British heat 
(more recently known to be power) 
units. One pound of carbon burned to 
carbonic acid gas produces 12,906 Brit- 
ish power units. This establishes the 
fact that as a factor of power one 
pound of hydrogen is equal to approx- 
imately five pounds of carbon. 

“The following analysis of the more 
commonly used gasoline will be inter- 
esting to automobile owners: 

“One pound of 70 degree gasoline 
contains .174 pounds of hydrogen and 
£26 pounds of carbon. This would pro- 
duce 10,881.09 power units from the 
hydrogen and 10,660.057 power units 
from the carbon, with perfect combus- 
tion, totaling 21,541.854 power units 
from the pound. 

“One pound of 62 degree gravity gas- 
oline contains .1644 pounds hydrogen 
and .&356 pounds of carbon (note the 
decrease of hydrogen and the increase 
of earbon), the hydrogen producing 
10,280.854 power units and the carbon 
10,774.2536 power units. 

“This shows that the 68-40 degree 
gasoline has 486.0384 power units 
per pound in excess of the heav- 
ier gravity gasoline. Power units are 
power, and as one power unit equals 
778 foot pounds and 33,000 foot pounds 
equal one horse power, the 68-70 de- 
gree gasoline produces 11.46 more 
horse power per pound. This is equal 
to 66.91 more horse power per gallon 
than is developed by the lower gravity 
gasoline. 

“The use of a 68-70 degree gasoline 
has the advantage of creating a more 
rapid and perfect admixture with air, 
forming greater combustion and a 
product of power more regular than a 
lower gravity, also decreases the need 
of excessive cranking when the engine 
is cold and permits the longer use of 
the batteries after they have become 
weakened by use,

millions of dollars. Just to think, the 
exports and imports of Germany, Bel- 
gium and Holland, three little coun- 
‘tries of Europe, no larger than our own 
state of Texas, were three times as 
much as the exports and imports of 
the United States in the vear 1910, an: 
in these countries you find as fine sys- 
tems of public highways as there are 
in the world penetrating every section 
of the country, placing the farmer and 
producer in easy access of the market 
by quick and cheap transportation.” 


Edwards for Good Roads.

HOWARD DRAWS A BILL 


Georgian Hopes to Substitute 
His Measure for That Of- 
fered by Commission. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 7.—(Special.) 
Represetative William Schley Howard 
has offered a bill for the establish- 
ment of a system of rural credit banks, 
which he will urge as a substitute for 
that framed by the official commis- 
sion which recently studied this prob- 
lem in Europe. 

Both measures provide for a sys- 
tem of agricultural banks to be owned 
by the farmers. Mr. Howard’s bill in- 
sures that it shall also be managed 
and contrelled by the farmers. 

By linking al) the local banks into 
a state organization and joining these 
state banks into a central agricultural 
bank, he proposes to weld together 
the credit of farmers throughout the 
country for the benefit of all. / 

“The whole theory of the mortgage 
bank,” he said in explaining his Pl, 
“is to give to the individual borro r 
the benefit of the collective credit of 
the community, so as to secure for 
him the best terms and the lowest 
rate. Under the bill which I have in- 
troduced this idea is carried to its 
logical conclusion, so that each farmer 
who borrows money on mortgage, gets 
the benefit of the collective credit of 
all the other farmers of tne country, 
through the system of guarantee above 
outlined, and through the instrumen- 
tality of the central bank, which is 
owned and controlled by himself and 
the other farmers. 

Farmers Can Help Themselves. 

“Inder this bill, a small number of 
farmers in a given section can organ- 
ize a local rural bank, with a small 
capital, whose operations are confined 
to a small district. This is the foun- 
dation principle of the system. The 
farmers can help themselves without 
waiting for outside help. They can 
create an institution of a size and 
scope to meet their needs. Owning 
the stack of this institution, and hav- 
ing a double liability as stockholders, 
they will most carefully guard their 
loans. Familiarity with local condi-

A “jitney” is the slang term for the 
lowest denomination of silver coin of 
the United States of America. 

Did it ever occur to you that “jit- 
neys” are the life, the existence, the 
support of the greatest amusement in 
the world today? 

Trade journals estimate that one- 
tenth of the population of the United 
States is engaged in the amusement 
business. What percentage of this 
huge mass of people are affected by 
the circulation of “jitneys” is not defi- 
nitely set down. 

To give the reader a general idea 
of the immensity of the business most 
affected by the circulation of “jitneys” 
—the motion picture business—the lo- 
cal situation alone will be discussed. 

In the past five years motion picture 
houses have sprung up like mush- 
rooms all over Atlanta, until now the 
number and the patronage that they 
get is more than double what it was 
half a decade ago. 

25,500 Jitneys Daily. 

Twenty-five thousand five hundred 
“jitneys” are expended daily by At- 
lanta picture loving patrons in nine of 
the largest motion picture hpuses in 
the city. 

These are theaters for white people 
only. In other words, one-fourth of 
the white population of the city of 
Atlanta attends moving picture shows 
every day of the 313 week days in a 
year. 

The exact paid attendance at these 
theaters each day cannot be arrived 
at, but estimated attendance shows 
the figures mentioned above and mo- 
tion picture men say that the estimate 
is low at that. 

The distance between the floor and 
the ceiling of the average office build- 
ing in Atlanta is between fifteen and 
twenty feet.

“The system my bill proposes in- 
volves a central bank, and I appreciate 
that there is a strong sentiment in 
this country against any central bank 
idea. Upon fully understanding the 
matter, however, I am persuaded that 
the American people will become con- 
vinced that the central bank idea is 
desirable in agricultu- 
banking, which is entirely distinct 
from commercial banking.

“The security of the mortgage held 

the central bank, therefore, con- 
sists, first, of the land itself at not ex- 
ceeding o0 per cent of its appraised 
Value, such appraisement being made 
by local parties, familiar with the land, 
and who will be liable.and lose money 
In case of an improper appraisement: 
second, of the guarantee of the local 
bank with the double liability of its 
stockholders; third, of the guarantee 
of the’ state bank with a large capital, 
and representing, in large part, the 
collective credit of the local banks of 
the state, and, fourth, of the amortiza- 
tion provisions, required to be insert- 
ed in each mortgage, by which periodic

They Declare His Position Re- 
garding Whitehall Street 
Is Inconsistent. 


The following statement, signed by 
s of the improvement commit- 
tee of property owners of Whitehall 
and Forsyth streets, was issued Sat- 
urday in reply to Mayor Woodward's 
interview in which he explained his 
position on the regrading project: 

“The property holders of Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets lament the effort of Mayor 
Woodward to concentrate the responsibility 
of the Whitehall and Forsyth !mprovement 
work upon Chairman R. R. Otis, when the 
entire committee is responsible therefor. 

“The citizens and property owners who are 
advocating the completion of the Whitehall 
street work which was begun iast year, are 
at loss to understand the mayor's attitude 

“They say that they cannot reconcile the 
conflicting statements of the mayor in his 
interview of Saturday where he states: ‘I 
had absolutely nothing to with making up 
the finance sheet,’ and immediately in his 
interview, says: “The only suggestion I made 
was that the committee take care of Spring 
street and the Peachtree widening,’ and 
still further on he says: ‘I also urged the 
West Peachtree regrading because it is a 
project already started.’ 

“It must be assumed that he either did 
not know that the Whitehall street work 
had been started—had forgotten it-——-or else 
had no interest in it, although the Whitehall 
and Forsyth committee appeared before the 
finance committee and _ several members 
personally called on the mayor to remind 
him of same. 

“According to his own statement, he urged 
upon the finance committee (a committee 
of his own appointing) three north side 
projects to the exclusion of Whitehall street, 
a south side project. 

“The mayor says: ‘The reason I asked 
for $5,000 for Spring street was because the 
money was needed to buy a right-of-way.’ 

“To buy a right-of-way through private 
property! 

“If it is an offense to anticipate revenue 
for improving the main retail thoroughfare 
in the heart of the city, how can he justify 
anticipating revenue for buying right-of-way 
for a new street three miles from the center 
of town through private property which it- 
self will be greatly improved. 

“Now the Whitehall committee renlily 
wants to know: If the mayor and finance 
committee could find money tast year and 
again this year to buy right-of-way on 
Spring street and Peachtree street, why can 
they not find money ,to carry forward the 
work on Whitehall, the main artery through 
the center of the south side? 

“Tf they could find $16,000 to remodel the 
Peachtree buildings, why could they not 
find any to regrade the main retail thor- 
oughfare of the city, after having approved 
the grade and put the property owners on 
notice?

New York. February 7.—(Special.)— 


has slipped back a little during the 
week just closed, mostly as a result 
of the weakness in Rock Island securi- 
ties and the fear that they are to g0 
into receivership, although those in.a 
position to speak with authority state 
that there is small chance of such a 
move. The decision of President Wil- 
son to allow arms to be sent across 
the Mexican border was a bear argu- 
ment that was used for all that it was 
worth, if not more, it being said that 
grave consequences may follow. 
Much of the lower trend was offset 
by little rallies which made up lost 
ground in several sessions. There was 
a little profit taking going on, and 
those in favor of higher prices were 
not particularly apprehensive that the 
upward movement will be stopped, see- 
ing only a temporary halt at the pres- 
ent time One of the peculiar effects 
of the lifting of the embargo on arms 
for Mexico was that securities of com- 
panies operating in that country ad- 
vanced on the theory that this move 
will hasten the settlement of internal 
disturbances in Mexico and will result 
in the reawakening soon of commer- 
cia] activity there. Reports of money 
conditions all over the world are fa- 
vorable. Investment demand for se- 
curities continues strong. The metal 
situation is good as compared with a 
few weeks ago, but steel market con- 
ditions are far below normal still. One 
of the features of the week was a 
sharp rise in General Motors’ stock, 
which went from 47 1-8 to 63 in two 
days as a result of very active buying. 
Improvement in the automobile indus- 
try and expectations that the common 
stock will soon be put on a dividend 
basis were two reasons ascribed for 
the phenomenal advance. Industrials 
and spectalty issues were generally 
strong on reports of increasing busi- 
ness and better earnings outlook, but 
railroad shares were leaders in the re- 
actions as a result of rather unfavor- 
able reports of current earnings. 
Money continues very easy, with call 
loans made at under 2 per cent sev- 
eral times during the week. Rates 
under 8 per cent for sixty days and 
under 4 per cent for six months have 
been ourrent. Borrowing has been 
small, while offerings of commercial 
paper are light. After the withdrawal 
of $2,000,000 in gold from here _ for 
Paris, bankers in the French capital 
secured a large amount of gold in 
England and it is believed that this will 
relieve further calls on New York for 
the yellow metal for the time. Financ- 
ing of corporations in January totaled 
about $105,000,000, as compared with 
$355,000,000 in January, 1913. In view 
of the fact that unusually large financ- 
ing had been expected for last month, 
also taking into consideration the 
plentifulness and easy rates prevailing 
for money, the small total of new is- 
sues is considered verv surprising. 


New York Central Shows Loss. 


The report of the New York Central 
for December showed a loss of $400,000 
in gross and $340,000 in net from the 
same month the year before. The total] 
gzross of the road and ites affiliated and 
subsidiary lines for 1913 was $297,865,- 
806, an increase of nearly $17,600,000 
over the year before. The net, after 
taxes, was $59,592,870, a decrease of 
almost $12,000,000 from the year before, 
showing an increase in operating ex- 
penses and taxes of over $29,500,000 In 
1913 over 191%. 

The Pennsylvania railroad system 
report of earnings in 1913 showed 
$390,626,308 gross for all lines, an in- 
crease of $17,800,000. Net was $71,231,- 
184, a decrease of $11,200,000 from 1912, 
showing an increase in operating ex- 
penses and taxes of $29,000,000. 

The trend of railroad earnings is ex-

To understand what is going on in 
Rock Island it is necessary to go back 
to 1902, when William H. Moore, his 
brother, James H. Moore, Daniel G. Reid 
and William B. Leeds were plunging on 
the stock market with the millions 
realized from the sale of their tin plate 
mills to the newly-formed United States 
Steel corporation. In one of their spec- 
ulative campaigns on the bull side of 
the market control was acquired of the 
conservative old Chicago, Rock Island 
L.eeds and Reid 
with the Pennsylvania 
railroad at one time in their early ca- 
reers, and they became captivated with 
the thought of running a railroad; so, 
William H. Moore, the oldest of the 
quartet, was persuaded to hold on to 
the Rock Island stock. 

Those were the days of collateral 
trust bond issues. Robert Mather, who 
afterwards became chairman of the 
Westinghouse company, was called in. 
Mather was noted as a lawyer who 
turned out a thorough job. He lived 
up to his reputation in forming the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road of Iowa and the Rock Island com- 
pany of New Jersey. The stock of the 
old Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railway was turned over to the New 
Jersey company in exchange for that 
company’s collateral trust 4 per cent 
bonds, and those bonds were sold to 
the public. Thus the Meore-Reid-Leeds 
crowd recovered the money 
the old railway shares, and at the same 
time retained voting power of the rail- 
way stock. The $145,000,000 stock of 
the railroad company was then turned 
over to the Rock Island company of 
New Jersey, and control of the whole 


company. A majority.of the $48,000,- 
000 preferred stock and $100,000,000 
common stock of the New Jersey com- 
pany was received by the 
crowd as a bonus.

In the meantime Leeds had died and 
James H. Moore’s health had failed. In 
1910 Reid unloaded practically all of

and 54. Last year the last named com- 
pany added to their Rock Island hold- 
ings and took over actual control of 
the property, working in harmon) with 
William H. Moore.

STOCK EXCHANGES HIDE 
BEHIND STATES’ RIGHTS 


Representatives of Wall Street 
Say Owen Bill Is Blow at 
the States. 


Washington. February 7.—-Federal 
regulation of stock exchanges 48 pro- 
posed in the Owen bill, under consider - 
ation by the senate banking and cur- 
rency committee, is a radical invasion 
of states’ rights, in the opinion of 
officers of the Consolidated Stock ex 
change, of New York, who appeared 
today before the committee. 

“The bill,’ declared i{jaimar H 
Boyesen, counsel for the exchange. 
“seeks to do, through postal and othe! 
regulations, what congress has no au- 
thority to do directly and constitutes 
the most radical invasion of states 
rights with which I am familiar.” 

Boyesen, M. Bb. De Aguero, president, 
and other officals of the Consolidated, 
saw in the Owen bill, however, some 
sound legislative recommendations 
which they declared should be enacted 
by the various states. They criticised 
sharply other features. 

De Aguero told the committee that 
the section requiring members of stock 
exchanges to keep a record of the serial 
numbers of all securities dealt in each 
day, would abolish the exchange clea 
ing houses and “throw the machinery 
of the financial world back twenty- 
five vears.”” He agreed to prepare an 
amendment to provide for an accurate 
accounting of transactions by broker:

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WHEN A SLEEPING CITY WAKES. 

Last week Atlanta made national history 
in the matter of the life-and-death phase of 
the health problem as affected by both races. 

That is the significance of developments 
that show Atlanta permanently awake to 
the grim fact that disease knows no color 
line. 

The net result is the establishment of a 
temporary hospital for the contagious dis- 
eases of negroes, where there was none be- 
fore. Also preliminary arrangements for a 
permanent hospital to meet the constant and 
growing needs of the situation. 

Another product of the week is equally 
important. That is the visualizing in the 
public mind of the fact that effort must not 
stop at the establishment of a contagious 
hospital. It must be broadened infinitely to 
cover the general 
communicable and 
whether it develops in the white or the 
negro race, the hovel or the mansion. 

D. Woodward, one of the most prominent 
business men of Atlanta, puts this feature 
with Mr. Woodward's 
letter -was not written for publication, but 
it summarizes the situation with such prac- 
tical exactness that The Constitution takes 
the liberty of reproducing it.

had developed diphtheria. And Mr. Lam- 
bert’s faithful search developed the fact that 
the city had no hospital for contagious dis- 
eases among negroes, with the single excep- 
tion of smallpox. It preceeded, apparently, 
on the lofty assumption that the germs of 
other diseases politely balked at the race 
line. 

The Constitution took this condition as a 
text to hammer home truths it long had 
pointed out; the truth being that while we 
could not ignore the philanthropic side of 
negro disease, we had better ignore that 
than the’ phase of sheer self-defense, the 
propensity of the germ to cross the race line 
when and where it pleased. 

Growing out of persistent agitation of 
these conditions in news and editorial col- 
umns, we now have a temporary refuge for 
contagious negroes. No more will the 
diphtheritic negro imperil the white man. 
No more will any other contagious disease 
leap from race to race if vigilance will pre- 
vent it. 

We are blasting at the foundations of the 
death rate! 

But we have just begun. Insanitary con- 
ditions abound in this city. Germ incubators 
flourish in congested negro quarters, in un- 
Suspected white quarters. Each is a menace, 
not only to its own vicinity, but to the entire 
community. Until we get down to the roots 
of the disease problem, treating bacilli as 
bacilli, whether in a white or a black body, 
we will fall short of the best we can do to 
conserve health. 

If Atlanta needed awakening, Georgia 
still needs it and worse. 

Elsewhere today The Constitution carries 
a communication from Dr. W. C. Bryant, a 
specialist in tuberculosis formerly living in 
north Georgia. Dr. Bryant says the state of 
Georgia makes no provision in its otherwise 
excellent tuberculosis sanitarium at Alto for 
the negro tubercular patient. That is the 
same old folly acting upon the theory that 
the germ stops at race lines. Now, tuber- 
culosis, and all other germ diseases, are 
more dangerous with the country than the 
city negro. There is less knowledge, less 
organized machinery for prevention and 
cure. Under these conditions, how can we 
expect to make progress with our splendid 
fight against disease among whites in rural 
Georgia, when we neglect the same disease 
among the negroes who mingle with the 
whites? 

There however, definite encourage- 
ment in the awakening that is visible in At- 
lanta and throughout Georgia. 

Atlanta has, in a way, biazed a new trail 
in the handling of health problems in the 
southern states. | 

We face the truth, with eyes and minds 
open. That constitutes in itself an epoch in 
the solution of any fundamental problem.

| tributing machinery of the rural south. 


Beginning with and since the first conven- 

tion, the purpose has evolved into a “get- 

together” spirit, embracing all the large and 
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small mercantile, agricultural and industrial 
interests in the southern states. 

The idea is a fruitful one, and is espe- 
cially timely. 

Not since reconstruction have the inter- 
ests of every business factor in the southern 
states been more essentially identical. 

The section has taken on a new impetus 
to development. The genius of advancement 
is manifested in every channel, in none more 
constructively than its effort to bring the 
farmer and the merchant closer together, to 
unite the consumer and producer, to aid the 
lot of the man at the cross roads and behind 
the plow, in the full knowledge that they 
represent two of the pre-eminent equations 
in the game of southern achievement. 

Atlanta’s growth and prestige are largely 
built upon her recognition of these prin- 
ciples, and upon the success with which her 
tentacles of commerce have spread from this 
focal point to every southern community, 
each rural free delivery route.

It is fitting that Georgia and Atlanta, 
the most prosperous state and city in the 
south, should play host upon this occasion. 


UP THE HILL AND DOWN AGAIN. 


Governor Oswald West, of Oregon, and 
prominent merchants of that state, are about 
to request President Wilson to stop dissolu- 
tion proceedings against the Southern 
Pacific and the Central Pacific railroads 
until the patrons of both properties shall 
havé a chance to be heard. The governor 
says some of the shippers have a suspicion 
that an absolute divorce between these two 
railroads not only would not help, but 


might positively injure the commerce of 


the coast. 

To what pass are we coming in this good 
and rambunctious year of graceg For a 
full decade the advocates of a general re- 
generation of the whole scheme of existence 
have beeh charging up and down the land, 
lassoing railroads, dragging them down the 
dusty trail, eating one or two as a ante- 
matutinal appetizer, and, above all else, in- 
sisting that the salvation of the “pee-pul” 
consisted in driving a wedge into every 
railroad and corporate merger in the land. 

The welkin has resounded with cries of 
“Down with combinations! Unscramble the 
eggs! Swat the robber corporations!” 

And here, as a most impudent anti- 
climax, come the governor and people of 
Oregon. proclaiming that they will Le penal- 
ized in pocket and prospects if the govern- 
ment gently but firmly separates the Cen- 
tral and the Southern Pacific. This partic- 
ular merger, above all; for it is this one 
that has been industriously anathematized 
as conceived in sin and perpetuated in 
iniquity! 

What are we going to do about it? Is 
it a case of up the hill and-down again with 
our crusading against trusts and combina- 
tions? If a merger is sanctified in Oregon 
is it index expurgatorious in New Jersey, 
and vice versa? To be sure, the good 
Colonel Roosevelt used to tell us there 
were good little trusts and bad little trusts. 
But how are we to distinguish between the 
one and the other—how know when to 
scratch and when to anoint? 

Has our decade of denunciation and red- 
fire been wasted? The situation grows be- 
wildering. If ever a nation needed a com- 
bination of pilot, supreme court, dictionary 
of definitions and witch-doctor, it is this one 
in which we live. 


A MAN WHO “‘CUT ICE.”’ 

The state of Florida has just placed in 
the hall of fame at Washington a statue of 
Dr. John Gorrie, a native of Florida. Gorrie’s 
claims upon posterity is his invention of 
machinery for the artificial manufacture 
of ice. 

The distinction is sufficient to make the 
man historic. The influence of his inven- 
tion extends into commerce, medicine and 
experimental science. 

~ Artificial ice has, first, made possible the 
tremendous packing industry that has given 
America international fame, and that pro- 
vides the farthest corners of the country 
with beef products fresh from the abattoir. 


The machine of Gorrie also led to the de-. 


velopment of the country’s foreign trade in 
beef which, up to a few years ago, was one 
of its leading export items. 

The medical and humanitarian vistas 
opened up by artificial ice challenge imagi- 
nation. Artificial ice has robbed the torrid 
season of a large part of its terror. It has 
made life in the tenements almost tolerable. 
It has stripped the summer hospital of 
much of its terror and introduced a new ele- 
ment into the treatment of fevers and dis- 
ease generally. 

The hall of fame in the national capitol 
is thronged with the statues of Americans 
who wrought epochally in history. Men 
mighty in battle, great generals and great 
physicians, explorers, inventors and writers 
vie with each other in relative claim upon 
the gratitude of humanity. 

It is ,to be doubted if, from the point of 
view of sheer service, any of them take 
right of way of the man who gave to hu- 
manity the boon of artificial ice; who made 
men independent of “soft” winters and short 
ice crops, and who came in to alleviate suf- 
fering when the sun beats down at meridian 
heat and life is a struggle against suffoca- 
tion. 

All honor to Gorrie. Mingling prac- 
ticability with idealism, he devised a benefit 
which is one of the really permanent for- 
ward signals e< the race. a

TRIAL OF 
MRS. CUNNINGHAM. 


No trial of a woman for murder in the 
United States created more excitement all 
over the country than that of Mrs. Cunning- 
ham for the murder of Dr. Harvey Burdell, a 
noted dentist of New York city. The murder 
occurred on the night of January 30, 1857, at 
the home of the dentist, on Bond street, at 
the time one of the wealthiest and most fash- 
ionable neighborhoods of the metropolis. 

Dr. Burdell was found dead in his office 
the following morning bw his errand boy. 
The body, when discovered, was lying on the 
floor, shockingly mutilated and surrounded 
with clots of blood, and the door and walls 
of the room were also besmeared with blood. 

The inmates of the house where the of- 
fice was located being alarmed,- Dr. John 
W. Francis, a resident in the immediate 
neighborhood, was called in to make an in- 
vestigation. He found a large number of 
deep wounds almost any of which would 
cause death. 

The excitement was 
was learned that Dr. Burdell’s landlady, 
Mrs. Cunningham, sustained intimate rela- 
tions with him and’ that she claimed to have 
been secretly married to him. Also that she

was strong-minded and unscrupulous ‘enough 
to engage in an intrigue against his fortune, 
if not his person, and that though the house 
was respectable and aristocratic externally, 
within there were continual bickerings, hos- 
tilities, jealcusies and schemes. 

Though Dr. Burdell owned the house, he 
occupied Only the the other part be- 
ing occupied by Cunningham and her 
children, 
lodgers. 

Almost immediately suspicion fastened up- 
on inmates of the house. It was shown at 
the trial that the doctor had feared the Cun- 
ninghams and desired to get them out of 
his house; in fact, had given them notice to 
quit, and had leased the house to another 
party. Finally a loaded revolver and a safe- 
key were found in Mrs. Cunningham's pos- 
session which ‘belonged to Dr. Burdell.

The trial created an intense ex- 
citement. Several witnesses testified to the 
great apprehension for his personal safety 
expressed by Dr. Burdell shortly before his 
death. On the day previous to the murder 
Dr. Burdell remarked to Mrs. Stevens, a 
friend, regarding Mrs. Cunningham: “She 
thinks I am an old bachelor worth about 
one hundred and do not 
know what [ want myself. She is determin- 
ed I shall marry her, and I am determined I 
shall not; out of the house she shall go.” 

At the trial the most important witness 
for the prosecution was Dr. Uhl. He said 
that the wounds were inflicted bv a tall 
person having a considerable amount of ana- 
knowledge. That it was undoubted- 
the house from the way the 
blood marks were traced through the halls. 
There was considerable testimony elicited 
bearing upon the impression that the wounds 
were dealt by a left-handed person, and that 
Mrs. Cunningham was jeft-handed. 

It was also brought in evidence that 
the doctor had accused Mrs. Cunningham of 
havine stolen gome important papers. Mary 
Donahue, a domestic in the house, testified 
that Mrs. Cunningham had kevs with which 
she could go into the doctor's room at any 
time. and that Mrs. Cunningham told hér that 
she had a halter about his neck and could 
fix him at any time when he was cross. 

Notwithstanding the powerful chain of 
circumstantial evidence implicating Mrs. 
Cunningham, she was acquitted by the jury 
for want of legal proof. Nothing more would 
have come of the case, no doubt, had she 
not tried to secure the estate of Dr. Bur- 
dell, claiming to have been married to him. 
In order to fasten still further her right 
to the money, she entered into a conspiracy, 
through a doctor as an accomplice, of having 
a child born to her, the father of which 
she claimed was Dr. Burdell, but the doctor, 
had secured a baby to aid in the deception 
at a foundling hospital. 

But the law was too slick for the widow, 

detectives had followed every step ou: 
in this later crime, and breaking 
into her apartments where she was in bed 
with the infant, they took the child away 
from her’ and returned it to its mother, a 
living-in patient at Bellevue hospital. Dr. 
Catlin turned state's ewidence, and Mrs. Cun- 
ningham escaped the penalty attached to so 
flagrant a crime, because of the irregular 
proceedings which had been resorted to by 
the officers of the law in enabling her to 
consummate her plans. She failed, however, 
to establish her claim to having been mar- 
ried to Dr. Burdell, and thus the whole amaz- 
ing and abhorrent scheme, by which she 
was to obtain possession of the doctor’s prop- 
erty, utterly miscarried. She was most for- 
tunate in escaping with her life.

FAVORITE RECIPES OF

Every one knows how to make some kind 
of a chicken pie, but the best I have ever 
used is for the old-fashioned kind that is 
made in the country. This is the way it 
is made: 
Cricken Pie, Country Style. 

After a chicken has been prepared for 
cooking, cut it up and allow it to stand in a 
pan or bowl of salt water for several hours. 
Drain and place the pieces of chicken in a 
kettle of cold water and allow them to boil 
until tender, adding salt anc pepper to sea- 
son according to taste. Prepare a pie crust 
and line a butter pan with a layer of crust. 
Remove all the bones from the chicken and 
place a layer of the meat on the pie cryst. 
Then over that place thinly sliced Irish po- 
tatoes with a sprinkling of salt and pepper 
and a little butter. Be sure to pour in 
some of the chicken broth to moisten. Build 
the pie by layers, alternating a layer of 
crust with one each of chicken and potatoes. 
Leave a hole in the center of the crust for 
moistening. Use the broth for this purpose 
as long as it lasts and then sweet milk may 
be used. Great care must be taken to keep 
the pie from becoming tooéo dry, as it loses 
much of the flavor unless kept moist. Bake 
it just as you would any other pie, and you 
will find it delicious.

A STIRRING WORD. 

Dr. Edward T. Ware, president of the 
university, whose life interest 
centers in the betterment of the negro 
race—a purpose in which his father, 
the late Dr. Ware, rendered valiant 
service—was among the first to offer 
Suggestions as to the most direct way 
Atlanta can take hold of the housing 
problem. He says: 

“Il agree with you in urging 
all Atlanta the responsibility of im- 
proving the living conditions of the 
negroes. There are, of course, some 
people who can be appealed to only 
by the selfish motive that sickness 
among the negroes means sickness in 
their own families. 

“I believe there are many others who 
will be appealed to by the better mo- 
tive; desire that the negroes them- 
selves may have decent living condi- 
tions and opportunity for the develop- 
ment of a wholesome, happy, useful 
life. 

“The city is responsible for the wel- 
fare not only of its white citizens, but 
of its colored citizens, and this is espe- 
cially true as the colored citizens have 
no voice in the government of the city.

GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. 


“Reference is frequently made to 
the disposition on the part of Atlanta 
people to disclaim any responsibility 
for the negroes’ education because of 
the seven institutions supported for 
them in different parts of the city. It 
would be unfair to these institutions to 
assume that, while devoted largely to 
academic training, they neglect the 
problems which are now being strong- 
lv presented by vour paper. The 
Neighborhood union and the Gate City 
Free Kihdcrgarten association are vig- 
orous organizations supported largely 
by the colored people of Atlanta and 
fostered by some of the institutions 
which have heen referred to. 

“At a recent meeting in the Atlanta 
university chapel there was held a 
joint meeting of the student Y. M. C. A. 
and Y. W. C. A. for the benefit of.the 
Gate City Free Kindergarten associa- 
tion. The papers which were read bv 
the women engaged in this work indi- 
cated a familiarity with the unwhole- 
some conditions which surround the 
homes of the little’ people who attend 
the free Kindergartens and gave evi- 
dence of marked progress in the richt 
direction through the efforts of the 
teachers. They gather the ehildren in 
the morning for the customary kinder- 
Sarten exercises and in the afternoon 
a group of older children who are ex- 
cluded from the public schools by lack 
of seating capacity. All the children 
receive instruction in matters of 
cleanliness and hygiene, and many of 
the homes have been greatly improved

Cordele, Ga., February 7.—(Special.) 
Three wild bears, a mother and her two 
cubs, coming from no one knows where, 
are reported to have invaded Crisp 
county and have thrown the people of 
the Pateville settlement into a ter- 
rorized state, making sleepless nights 
and restless days for some, while the 
male inhabitants of the community go 
about with guns on their shoulders 
and the women folks go about no more 
than is absolutely necessary. 

The inclination of the bears seems to 
be to do their prowling after nightfall, 
and they first made their appearance 
in the community by attacking a ne- 
gro on the farm of a Mr. Stripling 
while he was cutting wood. The negro 
struck at the ferocious mother bear 
with a plank and she set her teeth 
through it with apparently the great- 
est ease. The nero took refuge in Mr. 
Stripling’s home and the farmer se- 
cured his shotgun and emptied both 


barrels at the mother bear, seemingly 
with little effect, as it was loaded with 
bird shot. 

Dogs were placed on the trail of the 
unwelcome visitors and, though some 
of them were veteran coon and ‘possum 
hounds, they stood no show with the 
bears and the lives of seven or more 
of them were chewed out. The trio of 
prowling creatures have been seen in 
the settlement on several occasions, al- 
ways after nightfall, according to re- 
liable parties living in the community. 

The bears are probably what are 
commonly known as marsh bears, and 
perhaps came out of the swamps of 
Flint river several miles away. Their 
tracks are plainly in evidence and 
would indicate that the mother bear is 
of very large size. 

A party of Cordele sportsmen are 
thinking of organizing a bear hunt, 
which would be the first of its kind for 
many years, since it is very uncommon 
for sruch animals to invade this sec- 
tion.

“Georgia day is hereafter to be cele- 
brated in the public schools of this 
state on the 12th of each February, as 
the result of a law enacted by the re-

“The measure was introduced by 
Senator John M™. Slaton at the request

“By the terms of this measure the 
12th of each February is set aside to 
be commemorated in the common 


schools of the state as the anniversary 
of the landing of the first colonists 
in Georgia under Oglethorpe.

ture will be of untold vaiue to school 
children.”

POSTAL MONEY ORDERS 


Washington, February 7.—The bill 
to regulate the payment of postal mon- 
ey orders today became a law of the 
land as a result of President Wilson’s 
signature. The new statute wil] not 
become effective, however, until rules 
and regulations for its operation are 
promulgated by the postmaster general. 
This problem will require several 
months. , 

immediately following the signing of 
the bill, Postmaster General Burleson 
appointed a committee of postal of- 
ficials to prepare rules and regulations 
to carry the law into effect. The bill 
provides for the issuance postal 
money orders, payable at money 
order office, even though drawn on 
a specified office, and will, according 
to the postmaster general, greatly in- 
crease the volume of postal money or- 
der business and prove a great help to 
the business public, giving as it does 
to the postal money order the virtues 
and conveniences of a bank draft. 

Figures made public today by the 
Postmaster general show that in the 
last fiscal year nearly 91,000,000 domes- 
tic money orders were issued amount- 
ing to almost $620,000,000. The net in- 
come to the postoffice department orn 
account of money orders issued was 
over $5,900,000. At present there are 
more than 55,000 money order offices 
in the United States.

Sclipsing 
all previous records, American mer- 
chandise valued at $111,600600 found 
markets in the non-contiguous terr'!- 
tory of the United States in 1913. This 
compares with $168,000,000 in 1912; 
$93,500,000 in 1911: $37,000,000 ten years 
ago and $7,000,000 twenty years ago. 

Figures made public by the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce 
place the value of shipments of mer- 
chandise from tine United States to 
Porto Rico in 1913 at $32,999,990; to 
Hawaii $29,800,060; to the Philippines 
$27,900,000; to Alaska $21,090,009 and 
to Guam and Américan Samoa a liii- 
tle less than $250,009. The shipments 
to the Philippines show an increase of 
more than $3,000,000 in 1913 compared

The Political Rights of W omen 


MRS. MARY L. McLENDON, Editor 
President Georgia Woman’s Suffrage Association 


Georgia women suffragists are dis- 
appointed with the congressmen of 
the United States who voted in the 
democratic caucus against a _ special 
committee to consider woman suffrage, 
as the senate special committee has 
done, and reported favorably to the sen- 
ate theresolution to enfranchise all the 
women of the United States Dy sub- 
mitting an amendment to the consti- 
tution that will hereafter, if carned, 
permit all citizens to vote without 
making any distinction on account of 
sex. 

The women voters of the ten free 
states and of the territory of Alaska 
can now make themselves felt, and 
they are willing and anxious to help 
their sisters who are not so fortunate. 
If we can ever impress our southern 
men with the fact that we are in dead 
earnest about removing this deadly 
odium of disfranchisement, perhaps 
they will Hsten to reason. The Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation, to which the Georgia wom- 
an's suffrage association is auxiliary, 
has put forth every effort for twenty- 
three years, to my own knowledge, to 
show the right, justice and expediency of 
every state doing the generous Foe 
toward the women. To this end, aff ai-

| Congressmen to Feel 
Home. 

Mrs. Medill McCormick, the newly 
appointed chairman of the congres- 
sional committee of the national suf- 
frage association, on December 29 
moved- into the new headquarters of 
he committee in the Munsey ‘building, 
Washington, D. C. The headquarters 
consist of three offices in one of the 
best business buildings in Washington. 
One obvious reason for selecting the 
Munsey building is that many newspa- 
per correspondents are under the same 
roof. The office staff of the congres- 
sional headquarters will consist of an 
executive secretary, one general as- 
sistant and a stenographer. There will 
be an ample supply of suffrage liter- 
ature, as well as all the congressional 
and senatorial documents having to 
do With suffrage. . 

The congressional committee will be 
the nerve center of a nation-wide net- 
work of congressional district organ- 
ization. Mrs. McCormick, by pressing 
a button in either Washington or Chi- 
cago, will be able to have immediate 
pressure brought on any congressman 
who needs it by his constituents. The 


congressional committee will work

organizing the congressional dis- 
tricts. It will therefore be possible at 
anv time for a congressional district 
leader to telephone or telegraph to 
hundreds of suffragists in her district 
within a few hours.

Freedom of Contract. 

A few days ago the case of the Peo- 
ple v. the Charles Schweinler Press, 
was called before the court of special 
sessions in New York city. The de- 
fendant pleaded guilty to violating the 
New York statute, which went into ef- 
fect July 1, 1913, providing that “in 
order to protect the health and morals 
of females employed in factories, by 
providing an adequate period of rést at 
night, no woman shall be employed or 
permitted to work in any factory in 
this state before 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing or after 10 o'clock in the evening 
of any day. The defendant, how- 
ever, asked the court to arrest judg- 
ment on the ground that the statute 
was unconstitutional. The case will 
be appealed. In 1907 a law similar in 
intent was declared unconstitutional. 
Justice Gfay wrote at that time: si 
find nothing in the language of the 
section which suggests the pornese of 
health, except that it might be in- 
ferred that for a woman to work dur- 
ing the forbidden hours of night would 
be unhealthful.” The framers of the 
new statute (namely, the New York 
state factory investigating committee) 
iclearly intended to remedy this defect 
in the previous statute, but Presiding 
Justice Collins, of the court of specia 
sessions, expressed his opinion that, 
sinee the law did not protect health by 
restricting the length of the working 
day, it is unreasonable and in conflict 
with the guarantee of personal liber- 
ty embodied in the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States. “In this one sense (liberty of 
contract),” said Justice Collins, “wom- 
en are equal with men before the law.” 


The First Woman Sea Captain. 


In Copenhagen, the widow of a doc- 
tor, Frau von Banditz, has passed the 
last examination of the school of navi- 
gation with great success, and has re- 
ceived permission to act a8 Sea Captain. 
She has succeeded in getting an ap- 
pointment, and ‘will, at the end of this 
month, take command of a 3,000-ton 
steamer to English and Russian ports. 

Judge Cleeton, of the circuit court of 
Multnomah county, Oregon. has decided 
that the Oregon statute creating an in- 
dustrial welfare commission is con- 
stitutional. The Oregon act gives the 
commission power to decide hours of 
employment, standard conditions of la- 
bor, and minimum wages for women 
and children. Judge Cleeton has de- 
cided that. these questions come within 
the police power of the state. He says 
“the statute must necessarily have a 
liberal construction, and by considering 
this statute from this standpoint, it is 
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my opinion that the regulation of the 
minimum wage for women and minors, 
as announced in the act, is within the 
police power of the state, and is, there- 
fore, constitutional.” California and

ABOUT TURNING OLD 
ACCOUNTS INTO CASH 


When a great proportion of retail 
business is done upon a credit basis 
the suceess of the average retail mer- 
chant depends in no small degree up- 
on his ability to handle accounts. He 
must know every available. method for 
collection from the delinquent. 

Experienced merchants agree that 
a system of limits is necessary for 
the successful operation of a credit 
business: first, a limit on the total 
amount of outstanding accounts—gov- 
erned by the available working capi- 
tal: and, secondly, a limit on the 
amount and terms of payment for in- 
dividual accounts—governed by the 
financial condition of each customer. 
Indeed, a system of limits proper- 
applied to credit business can cut 
the minimum; but it cannot 
the old unpaid accounts left 
over from previous years. Many of 
these are fast outlawing, and it is a 
big problem to turn them into cash. 

In many cases, the solution can be 
found through applying the experi- 
ence of retailers who have been suc- 
cessful in handling this class of col- 
lections. Here and there one has dis- 
covered a new way to get money from 
seemingly worthless accounts. Equip- 
ped with a Knowledge of the success- 
ful méthods of others, the average re- 
tailer should be able to collect a por- 
tion of his “uncollectable’’ accounts.

An Ohio merchant, ‘who did a $35,- 
000 business last year, three-quarters 
of it on a credit basis, and lost but 
$150 in bad accounts, believes that an 
ounce of prevention is worth pounds of 
cure. He works accordingly: 

“TI find,’ he says, “that the best time 
to talk to a customer is when an ac- 
count is first opened. Granting cred- 
it seems like a favor then. I make 
it plain that the terms will be rigidly 
enforced, and it is seldom that an ap- 
plicant will not agree. Of course, it 
is necessary to use some discretion 
in fixing the limit, but by learning a 
man’s salary and the time of his pay 
ay, I don’t have much difficulty.” 

“That sounds very well,” I answered, 
“hut how are your clerks to know 
whether or not a customer is in good 
standing?” 

“T arrange that, too,’’ he replied. “TI 
use a filing cabinet for the original 
gales slip as an account reg- 
fister. The total is carried forward 
@ach time a new slip is made out, so 
the last slip always gives the total 
@mount due. I attach a red card- 
board showing the time and amount 
limits to the clasps that hold the sales 
Slips in place. If the amount of the 
purchase added to that already owed 
exceeds the limit shown on the red 
card the clerk notifies the customer, 

“No, my i present. credit system 
doesn’t bother me, but I would like to 
collect some of the bad bills that ac- 
cumulated before I started placing lim- 
its on accounts.”’ 

“My banker helped me to discover the 
best way to collect slow accounts that 
I ever heard of,” said an Iowa hard- 
ware dealer. 

“?t carried a large amount for a con- 
tractor who was very slow pay, until 
finally 1 could not get even a small 
payment on account, 1 was obliged to 
eut off his credit. This man wanted 
to pay all right; but he was a poor 
manager, and could not get the money 
together. I finally put it up to him. 
‘Why,’ I said, ‘you ought to pay me 
this money even if vou go to the bank 
and borrow.” ‘I'd giadlyv do that,’ he 
replied, ‘but my credit at the bank is 
used up. If they would take a chat- 
tel mortgage I could raise the money 
for you, but they are not taking chat- 
tel just now.’ 

“Il chanced to mention the matter to 
my banker. He said: ‘Send Jackson 
to the bank and tell him that you 
have a lot of influence with me, and 
that you think I might take a chat- 
tel mortgage if you are to get the 
money. Then I will require you to 
indorse the note—but Le need not know 
that. He'll think he has settled with 
you, and I'll collect where you could 
not. The queer thing about a lot of 
men is that thev stand in awe of the 
very name of bank.’ 

‘“T acted on the suggestion and ‘bank- 
ed’ the note. The carpenter thought 
he was liable to the bank, met. the tIn- 
terest punctually, and took up the note 
on maturity. 

“Now, when I get notes from a man, 
instead of holding them myself, I dis- 
count them and let the debtor think I 
have sold them outright. In nearly

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SALESMANSHIP. 


The amount of printed matter on 
this subject would sink the biggest 
ship afloat, and. yet the topic is al- 
ways new, from the fact that sales- 
manship is primarily the result of 
successful study of humanity and hu- 
manity is a subject that will never be 
tiresome or profitless to study, and 
never fully mastered. 

The fact exists that the salesman of 
today has to use new methods tomor- 
row; that the tactics used by one man 
successfully, win defeat when used by 
another: that a prospective buyer may 
be interested today from one angle 
and tomorrow only from another; 
there is nothing that requires a Keener 
sense of sizing up conditions in the 
mind of another than this ari. The 
phodder often does it, where the alert 
man is vanquished; the smooth talker 
often wins where the crude man falls 
down; the man in a hurry often gets 
the order and the leisurely man walks 
away without it, and next day with 
another man the hurried man loses 
and runs over and away from the 
business and the leisurely man picks 
it up without an apparent effort. 

From this introduction it can be 
seen at a glance that this article will 
give little information, and no man 
should read it and expect to be a grad- 
uate in the art of salesmanship, for 
this is only intended to show how lit- 
tle is known of the subject by the 
writer and by most everyone else. The 
object of this is to encourage continu- 
ous trial. Also to give one idea that 
is very old it is simply emphasis on 
a plan that will give a higher per- 
centage of “wins” than “losses” in 
getting business. Persist in showing 
goods, work as near all the time as 
is possible, and Keep at it. If a man 
don’t buy today and you have done 
your part, you have no reason in not 
feeling as good as if you had an 
order. And the fact that your sales 
do not come up usually is the result 
of want of proper effort on your part, 
and for no other reason. 

If there is an unusual 
your territory your house 
as well as you do, and no 
firm cersSures a man when 
tions are adverse. 

Reflecting feeling is another 
that some people woverlook except 
now and then exception, in the 
who sells goods by playing on 
charity of those he calls on.

Get the 
idea? Remember it. and if you feel 
bad yourself choke it down, and after 
awhile you will feel better if vou will 
go on and smile, and then smile some 
more. Try it. ”

At this season of the year the mer- 
chant should concentrate all fhis en- 
ergy toward clearing out old stock— 
stock that is shopworn, out of style 
or otherwise not as salable-as the new- 
est merchandise. 

After the annual inventory has been 
taken, the time when the merchant 
knows best just what he has on hand: 
after he has scoured every inch of his 
stock, {s the time when he should mark 
all out-of-date goods gown to attract- 
ive prices and make a fresh start. It 
is far better to get rid of all such 
goods, as we all know that selling 
merchandise at a loss is far better than 
leaving it buried in some unforgotten 
corrner of the store, in all probability 
until the next inventory. 

Some of this stock that is not very 
old or shopworn may be successfully 
displayed with fresh stock and _ sell 
readily. Push the. stickers to the 
front and mix them up with the fast 
sellers.

stores in this country walked by the 
counters of his jewelry department and 
_, directed new price levels that fell be- 
‘low cost. A group of buyers, follow- 
ing him by a few steps, noted with 
consternation the very radical reduc- 
‘tions orgered by the head of the 
ae 

“This jewelry department is thou- 
sands of dollars over bought,” the mer- 
chant continued at the last counter. 
“It is a small retail store which has 
been mismanaged. The crudest of store 
keeping blunders have been made. Only 
the fact that it happens to be under 
our roof keeps it solvent. Around 
the corner rown or Smith would 
have failed miserably with it. 

“On looking at things closely, I find 
that the initial mark-up is small for 
jewelry.” Since the stock-turn is low 
with jewelry, we must cover some of 
the interest on the capital tied up here 
through an initial mark-up which is 
more liberal than usual. Some novelty 
lines we can mark up 100 per cent or 
more. The general run should not fall 

below 60 per cent. 
' “The salesforce is costing nearly 
* 20 per cent of the sales, which is far 

too high. We must locate the best 
salespeople and speed them up until 
| their wages are under 7 per cent of 
their individual sales. Then the slower 
selling should be weeded out until the 
department’s monthly pay roll for 
salespeople is only 7 or 8 per cent of 
the jewelry sales for the average 
month. o 
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“The turnover has not been over one} 


_ or two—far below what we must have. 
_ Jewelry turns slowly, and a good deal 
of staple stock must be carried the 
year round. But here in the store, we 
should carry only enough staple stock 
to give ‘tone’ and meet current de- 
mands upon stock, and must put most 
ef our selling effort on popular priced, 
quick turning specials. In this way, 
we can drive the turnover up to five 
or six times a year. 

“I shall also stop all orders—no 
more stock is to come into the depart- 
ment until it is in a normal condi- 
tion. Above all, in the future, esti- 
m&tes of jewelry sales are to be care- 
fully analyzed. By this analysis you 
will find that a fairly constant per- 
centage of the year, jewelry sales falls 
in each month. For instance, June, 
with its weddings, will carry a high 
percentage of the annual sales. So 
will December, the gift month. Once 
you have these averages, fix a con- 
seryative volume for a year ahead and 
take out the percentages of the months 
that face you. Subtract these estimat- 
ed tales from your stock on hand. 
Then buy according to the result. 

“Now I've read you fellows quite a 
lecture,” laughed the merchant. “What 
[ have said merely sums up the ele- 
ments of good retailing. This store is 
just a collection of small stores un- 
der one roof and you must take into ac- 
eount all the points which the small- 
town jeweler would have to manage 
for himself.” . 

This retailer has 4,000 people on his 
fy roll. He has established over a 
tundred little stores in the circle of his 
big organization. Still he says his 
problems and blunders are those of the 
smaller retailer. Furthermore, he adds 
that his experience in selling not far 
from a million dollars’ worth of stock 
a month shows that these blunders can 
be avoided, and tells you how. 

The buyer for this jewelry depart- 
ment, it later developed, was in a situa- 
tion exactly like that of the country 
merchant who finally woke up and 
_ found that he had been too busy to 
le make money—three-fourths of his 
work could be done by a $15-a-week 

Gdoy. The buyer had spent his days 

working out prige ciphers and persuad- 
“Ging manufacturers to create branded 
| Slines for his department. Instead, he 

*should have estimated with care his 

‘probable sales, made sure that his ex- 

‘penses were reasonable and planned 
y, for a profit-making. stock run. Both 
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the city buyer and the country retailer 
'% had been grappling with detail and

f », Cnough to correctly size up the things 
_that really counted for progress and 
’* profits in their business. 
~ Dead stock is a difficulty by no 
-*® means peculiar to city stores. A south- 
-@rner had a few thousand dollars he 
wished to keep busy. He started a re- 
_®.tail store and put a man in charge to 

= seep shop.” 
A year or so later a chance to sell 
“out came, even though the store had 
not been making a great deal of money. 
"The purchaser wanted an inventory 
taken. The man who had been “keep- 
ing shop” for the southerner “guessed 
there was some $10,000 worth of stock 
on hand.” 

The actual inventory, the first in the 
history of the store, showed a stock 
on hand worth over $17,000. Seven 

ousand dollars had been buried on 

e shelves—just as thoroughly as if 
at the bottom of a well. Modern stock 
methods would have been the neglect 
of these goods impossible for more 
~than a few months. Quick turnovers 

e only possible to retailers who 
know by effective records and correct 
stock-keeping methods by their trade 
and the quantity on the shelves or in 
‘storage.. 

Analytic stock records not only au- 
‘tomatically check stock and watch the 
‘mark-up, but usually also uncover val- 
uable information, regarding the best 
‘gelling lines. If cards are ruled. or 
@ach line of goods and every price 
noted for all items within the full 
lines, a girl can keep on them stock 
records which indicate the popular 

ods. The cards should separate the 
lines into departments and show daily 
* receipts and sales of stock. The re-

time that often hangs heavily on the 
hands of both clerk and merchant, in 
some places this time is utilized by 
playing marbles or pitching horse- 
shoes. Now time is quite a valuable 
asset in any business, and there are 
few stores that do not have accumu- 
lations of odds and ends in merchan- 
dise and incidentally some consider- 
able trash and dirt. 

Therefore. when time begins to hang, 
don’t let it do so; get busy and go 
over both stock and house and clean 
up; have a cleaning spell just as fast 
as time begins to come around.. There 
are many things that this will do. 
First. it will absolutely put every 
loafer on the run, a loafer is a pecu- 
liar animal; he can't stand to work 
himself and he just won't stay around 
where anyone is the least bit busy. 
In fact, he can get faster and farther 
away from anyone that is at work 
than anv known species. If you don't 
believe it, try it. 

Then cleaning up is one of the most 
interesting occupations that comes 
along unsolicited. Going over the 
stock and keeping at this job will be 
found to have as much to do with the 
gain end of the account as anything 
you can do. It will give you some- 
thing to do that is in direct associa- 
tion with your business and this wil!’ 
sharpen your faculties, it will get you 
very closely acquainted with goods 
that vou did not know were in the 
house: it will also introduce them to 
your clerks and will stimulate them 
to get them sold and out of the way. 
It will give the store more the appear- 
ance of a place of business and less 
like a trash receiver, and will add 
much to the appearance of your place 
of business and make it more attrac- 
tive to your patrons. Do not infer that 
there should be no vacation and no 
rest. but let the vacation and the rest 
come after real work and real fatigue 
and not mix up an hour here and an 
hour there. That makes for shift- 
lessness and prevents concentration of 
mind,

The 
man who is deprived of any part of 
that home life suffers in his charac- 
ter and personality accordingly. Now, 
the man who has spent eight months 
out of every year on the road for the 
past twenty years cannot help but 
have suffered in certain aspects of his 
character as ae result of this. Of 
course he h improved in certain 
other aspects, Which possibly make up 
for the lack, but the point now is 
that the things which he lacks are the 
very things which he needs to make 
him see the good in his daily hotel 
life. The hotels are to him his home, 
and when he has missed a real home 
for the greater part of mafiy years he 
is not in condition to appreciate what 
accommodations he is getting. To a 
certain extent he is probably soured 
on his surroudings and as a conse- 
quence he cannot see good in anything 
connected with those surroundings. It 
is probable that of the two views ex- 
pressed above, that of the younger 
man is the more correct, because he is 
fresher from the good influences of a 
home and so is in a saner condition to 
estimate the things that he is getting. 

he big wonder of the traveling 
men’s fraternity is that as a set they 
stay so genial, broad-minded and kind 
to their fellow humans. It is excusable 
in people who hardly ever see their 
home if they develop into perpetual 
grouches. All honor to the men of the 
road in that they always remain the 
best class of men to meet that there is 
anywhere.

Yet, so strong is the human aspira- 
tion for the pomp and circumstance 
of military rank that there are few 
honors in the gift of the governor 
which are more sought after than these 
twenty-nine aids de camp with 
the rank of Tieutenant colonel, and one 
chief of staff. who ranks as a full- | 
fledged colonel. Nearly all the other 
places which the governor’ bestows 
carry with them some sort of stipend 
and the matter of pay looms large with 
the aspirants for them.

Another fight to increase the second- 
class mail rate on newspapers and 
magazines will be made at the present 
session of congress. When the house 
committee on postoffice and postroads 
meets on Monday morning, representa- 
tives of the publishers will be heard 
in opposition to the increase. To create 
public support of the measure it is 
being linked with a proposal for one- 
cent postage. 

Representative Moon, of Tennessee, 
chairman of the committee on postof- 
fices and postroads, is strongly in favor 
of doubling the second-class rate. 

Representative Bell, of Georgia, who 
is a member of the committee, op- 

oses the proposal and does not believe 

t can be put through. 

“The newspapers and magazines are 
engaged in disseminating Knowledge 
for the benefit of the public and should 
be favored by a low mail rate,”’ he said. 
“T am extremely doubtful whether the 
increase in the volume of first-class 
mail, if we have penny postage, would 
yield the same revenue as at present.

(SECOND INSTALLMENT.) 

The second instaliment of the remarkable diary of the late Mrs. Living- 
ston Mims, being published by The Constitution in serial form, is rich in 
thought, in variety of subject matter, and rings with the dramatic incidents 
of the time it records in politics, and in the activities of people then in the 


public eye. 


The first notations are made in Savannah; the later ones in New York, 
where Major and Mrs. Mims spent the summer and early fall of '76. While 
she writes of her impressions of the books she is reading, he writes with 
vigorous expression of the politics of the time and their influence on business.

ISMA DOOLY. 


Savannah, July 22, 1876. 

RETURNED a few days ago from 

Beaulieu, where I boarded with 
| Major Hartridge. The air and bath- 
ing were delightful; and I was much 
benefited. I sat most of the day on 
the sunny piazza looking at the swift 
running river, and watching the effects 
of lights and shadows on the water 
and the little island intervening be- 
tween Beaulieu and the ocean, and 
wished for my paint-box. 

1 entertained myself with Major 
Hartridge’s library, which is quite ex- 
tensive and well selected. Miss Bur- 
ney’s Evelina was more diverting than 
anything else. What a wonderful 
stride between Evelina and Daniel 
Deronda! And yet Burke, Johnson, 
Reynolds, and indeed, all the beau-es- 
prits of the day were charmed with 


it. I am now enjoying the Memoirs of 
Madame D’Arblay, as she afterwards 
became. I am also very much interest- 
ed with the boldness and independence 
of Froude’s History of England. How 
all of our infantile ideas of the “Blue 
Beard” Henry VIII vanish into thin air 
before this unraveling of motives! At 
times, too, Froude is very eloquent. 
Two paragraphs particularly, in the 
first volume where he tells of that 
“Old England that is past away, the 
mystery between them and us which 
can never be bridged by the prose of 
he really indulges in 
an epic splendor. I must commit them 
to memory. 


A LITERARY 
COMMENT. 


Everybody and his wife are reading 
Daniel Deronda. The interest in it is 
so universal that I think even though 
the publishers paid George Eliot 40,000 
for the copyright, they will 
lose nothing. At first I thought the 
ending unsatisfactory. Now, I think it 
artistic. Gwendolen should not be im- 
mediately rewarded; her struggle with 
her egotism is just beginning, and her 
triumph is yet incomplete. I remarked 
to Gen. Henry R. Jackson, that the 
auther’s motive in the book was not 
unlike Hawthorne’s, that sin and re- 
morse may in themselves be a regen- 
erating power in the soul. He very 
beautifully replied that that idea was 
Victor Hugo’s pet idea, too, that the 
bird which makes the highest flights 
must make the lowest swoop. 

While Daniel Deronda is certainly 
not a failure, it being a really very 
fine metaphysical and analytical work, 
and the interest well sustained 
throughout, it still somewhat disap- 
points everybody in its finale. I think 
it the only artistic ending, and, in- 
deed, I never quarrel with the dispo- 
sition geniuses make of their heroes 
or heroines. I think the experiences, 
both of Dickens and Thackeray, coin- 
cide with Miss Mulock’s  declara- 
tion, “We novelists do not make up 
our stories, they make themselves.” 

It seems impossible that they could 
possibly have any other ending. For 
instance, though he was importuned, 
Sir Walter must marry Ivanhoe to 
Rowena instead of the more roman- 
tic and interesting Rebecca. Henry 
Esmond, which Thackeray considered 
his masterpiece, as he,ysaid, “his card 
for posterity,” the knightly and faith- 
ful Henry, marries the mother of his 
first passionate love. Little Nell must 
die. These wonderful creatures of 
genius seem to bear within themselves 
the power of impelling their own fate, 
independent of the will of their au- 
thors. As if they were real living 
spirits of the air, who only revealed 
themselves to thess chosen few of hu- 
manity: So it is in such books, so it 
is in life. So it is with Daniel De- 
ronda, he marries, not the princess, 
but the lowly and humble but beau- 
tiful soul of his own race. 


GEORGE ELIOT'S 


NOVELS. 

One peculiarity about George Eliot's 
later novels is the entire absence of 
epigrammatic humor, which was so de- 
liclous and so remarkable in her ear- 
lier productions.

Il am glad General Johnston 
proving in health this summer, he was 
wretchedly unwell this past 
though, from his eccentric sensitive- 
ness about any loss of vigor, it is al- 
most an insult to him to ask him how 
he is, or if he is not well. He is, in- 
deed, an old Spartan concerning his 
physical ills, however’ sensitive he 
may be about less material consider- 
ations. Nobody guards his reputation 
more tenderly, or is more stung by 
unkind criticism. The comments and 
faults found with his history of the 
war drew from him to my husband 
an expression of poignant regret that 
he had ever written it. His friends all 
echo his sentiments in this connection. 
It is a failure financially, and does him 
great injustice from an _ intellectual 
point of view. 

Intellectually, he is richly endowed. 
I shall never forget how agreeable 
he has been many times at my little 
dinner parties. I particularly recall 
one occasion this winter, Captain Har- 
deé, Captain Johnston of the Ala- 
bama, Dr. Lawton and himself com- 
prised the party. We discussed the 
gifts of leadership amiong men, and 
talking of our orators and statesmen. 
He observed how unjust it was that 
Daniel Webster should be taken as a 
typical American.

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BLOWING UP OF 


HELL GATE. 

New York, September 24.—The explo- 
sion, or rather blowing up of Hell Gate 
so as to remove obstructions to first- 
class steamers in coming into New York 
harbor, the nearest route, instead of by 
way of Sandy Hook, in so far as it was 
calculated upon by General Newton, the 
engineer in charge, was a great suc- 
cess. 

For eight years past, important 
expensive operations have been going 
on at expense of the general govern- 
ment, involving millions of dollars for 
the removal of these obstructions, so 
dangerous to navigation annually. This 
explosion, or rather engineering to re- 
move the tons and tons of rock just 
underlying the waters of the river, for 
which vast amounts of the severest and 
most powerful explosives known to 
science were employed, and through 
nicest skill, aided by exact science, 
the proper machinery was, after s 
much expense and care, arranged to 
explode, came off today at ten minutes 
before 3 o'clock.

You, most patient peruser of 
these lines—being as yet limited in 
your experience as a néwspaper re- 
porter—we shall say are a “cub,” or 
new man.
